HARNESSING THE MIGHTY 
GILA. 


One of the greatest engineering work so the great 
Southwest I* to be formally dedicated Tuesday. With 
Calvin Coolidge, whose name the great dam which 
has been built on the Olla river, participating In the 
ceremonies, another 100.000 acres of arid, desert land 
will be released for intensive cultivation. 
Only one other reclamation project put through un­ 
der the supervision of the federal department of in­ 
terior exceeds the Coolidge dam and irrigation dis­ 
trict in magnitude. That Is the Roosevelt dam. named 
after another former president of the United States, 
and located only fifty miles from the site of this new 
district. The Coolidge dam towers 230 feet above the 
original level of the stream, required 3,500 tona of 
steel, 205,000 cubic yards of cement, and 280,000 cubic 
yards of rock and gravel excavation in the building. 
The reservoir is 23 miles in length, and has a capaci­ 
ty of 1,200.000 acre feet of water.

Here is a project which will add 100,000 acres of 
extremely productive land to the tillable acreage in 
America, and in a measure at least it will be planted 
to crops which ar# now produced too abundantly. 
The climate of the Florence-Casa Grande valley is 
semi-tropical. It will permit the growing of crops the 
year around. 
Senator Overfield in speaking of the 
project directed attention to the fact that the soil was 
capable of producing a bals of cotton to the acre, 
enormous quantities of wheat, alfalfa and barley, head 
lettuce, asparagus, and Kadota figs and other tropical 
fruits. What does the farcer of western Nebraska 
think of a competitor who can cultivate his fields IS 
month* in the year, with water supplied by Uncle 
8am, and be certain of from six to seven heavy cut­ 
tings of aflaifa, two crops of wheat and barley where 
the northern farmer must be content with one, and 
hope for a price which will enable him to operate 
profitably a farm valued at $150 to $200 an acre! 
For the time being, at least, it would be wise if the 
people of the United States delayed bringing into 
cultivation lands which required huge expenitures to 
make them profitable.

In time, of course, 
the government expects to collect a portion of the 
money, in the form of water rentals.

have new colors, because 
they changed the form of government. Germany and 
China are republics. Poland, carved f r o m R u s a i a , 
wavers between democracy and autocratic dicUtor- 
ship, and all of the Balkan nations have undergone 
great changes The net result is a gain .for democracy. 
More people today are living under democratic forma 
of government than ever before. The struggle has 
parrowed down to a conflict between democracy and 
absolutism as expressed in a dictator. But lf Europe 
furnishes a safe guide of the trend it can be said that 
democracy is gaining in thia post war struggle. Spain 
has just emerged from a dictatorship, and is now 
trembling before the sweep of democracy.

With 
the completion of the gravel project# outlined for this 
spring and summer, every town and village in the 
I county will be connected with Lincoln by gravel, as­ 
suring market inlet and outlet. Linking up of com­ 
munities with each other and development of parallel 
traffic routes can follow as rapidly as funds available 
from the county’s share of the 4-cent gasoline tax are 
i received. 
Later, side roads will get 
their 
gravel,* 
equalizing facilities offered county farmers. 
Rapidly as the work should move forward under 
the new gasoline tax. it will, nevertheless, take a num- 
j ber of years. The ultimate success of the county’s 
highway program will depend on the whole-hearted­ 
ness with which county officials adhere to their gen­ 
eral scheme of development.

As the 
rays are more concentrated than the 
direct sunlight, exposure 
should 
never be very long. It is best have 
a physician vho understands their 
use to supervise you at first. 
It has been found that after two 
weeks of concentrated exsposure the 
resisting power of the blood is low­ 
ered. so it would look as though in­ 
tervals without their use would be 
wise — intervals of a week or so, 
Those who have studied this ques­ 
tion believe that these light should 
not be bought unless they are pre­ 
scribed by a physician 
and direc­ 
tions given for their use. 
No, these lamps are not as good 
as natural sunlight, tor when on# is 
getting real sunshine he is out of 
doors and getting other factors— 
fresh air and other rays of the sun 
that improve the condition and re­ 
sistance.
